Fivo badly injured peopls havo been 
extricated from tho ruins of three 
storeys of a tenement houso in Yaii- 
andl, which collapsed this morning, 
and it ia feared that thero aro others 
buried in the debris. So far no 
fatalitics have been discovored, : 

Tho’ premises are situate ot Nos. 4, 
6 and 8 Woosung Street, and at the 
dime of tho_collapse they had_been_ 
undergoing repairs. For this’ pur- 
pose, the structure had been, shored 
up. The. building, howevor, still re- 
mained occupicd. 

Tho collapse occurred at about nine 
o'clock this morning, and {t caused 
groat excitement {n the locality. 

In response’ to an.alarm call, the . 
Fire Brigade: proceeded to tho spot, 
and work was at once begun on scarch- 
ing the debris for trapped inmates. 
Eventually, aman, 9 woman and three 
children wero brought out, all belng 
seriously injured. They were at once . 
rushed off to the Kowloon Hospital 
for treatment, " : 

Tho firemen aré ctill busily engaged 
on tho scene, and it is feared that 
there may bo at least five or six other 
people burfed in the debris, some of

Besides 
rendering very valuable services to 
the Society as Chairman, he had 
always taken a deep personnl interest 
cin ai enses brought before the Com- 
mittes for consideration. As Chair- 
man of the Finance Committec, ho had 
done much to improve the financial 

nition of the Socicty, and if ho (Mr. 

otewall) was able to do half as 
much he would not bo dissatisfied. 

Mr. J, T. Prior was elected the 
Socicty’s new Vice-President, and in 
proposing him for the post Mr. Kole- 
wall remarked that Mr. Prior was 
the Society’s first secretary, und jn 
that capacity he acted for several 
years with conspicuous success. Ever 
since the establishment of tho Socicty, 
‘Mr. Prior had shown’ great keenness 
in fits work, and was, in fact, one of 
its most enthusiastic members. . 

Caso reports for January were laid 
before tho meeting, these showing that 
101 new enses had ‘been dealt with 
during the month, at tho ond of 
which the number of cases under 
supervision © was 739. Hawkers’ 
licences or stock hnd been supplicd in 
16 cases, miik or other food provided 
in 72-cnses, "and medical treatment 
obtained in 16 cases. 

Of tho enses dealt with, the average 
income per head per month was $1.72, 
one of the lowest in the history of the 
Society.

Shortly after 11 a.m. the’ third 
small boy was rescued and immediate- 
ly sent to the Kowloon Hospital.

A Chinese woman was seen shortly 
after the tragedy rushing about the 
street, crying loudly. She was 
questioned but was incoherent and 
the only ‘thing that could be elicited 
from her was that she was locking 
for her son and her husband, whom 
she surmised were buried in the 
building. - ‘ 

At present it is unknown how many 
victims are buried under the mass 
of debris, but it is known that there 
is at least one, a small boy; who can- 
not bo. rescued until the walls have 
been shored up. .
